S H U T lighting is comparatively modem, 
Bari <, Franco, 
was the first city in the world to install street lighting? the inhab­ 
itants being ordered in 1558 to place lighted candles in front of 
their houses. 
Tri 1788 pitch or resin howls were substituted for 
candle lanterns. 
In 1809 illuminating gas was first used for street lighting in 
London, England. 
In 1821 Baltimore, Md., used illuminating gas 
for street lighting and in 1881 electric arc lamps first, made their 
appearance in New York City. Gas mantle lamps were first used 
in this country for st refit lighting rn 1H9H. 
The modern history of street lighting began with the inven­ 
tion of illuminating gas and has continued with the development 
of the arc lamp and incandescent light. 
The adequate illumination of streets at night is a convenience 
as well as a protective necessity to ev< ry city and town. 
Good 
lighting is an indication of prosperity. 
An investment in a well 
designed ornamental street lighting system ye!urns large divi­ 
dends to the taxpayers in advanced real estate values. 
It creates 
an impression of satisfaction and progress, advances civic pride, 
attracts favorable publicity and promotes ether improvements. 
It assists tire fire and police departments, facilitates ret hieing con­ 
gested traffic and decreases crime. 
Illumination of th® streets at 
night was formerly considered the only function of lighting units, 
but today the tendency is to make the lighting units so attrac­ 
tive that they will add to the appearance of a municipality by day 
as well as by night. 
The chief function of st reel lighting originally was the pre­ 
vention of crim®. One of the greatest authorities on criminology 
in this country, in discussing street illumination and its relation 
to police protec iou, said thai he would rather have plenty of elec­ 
tric lights and clean streets than all the law and order societies 
in existence. 
With the rapidly increasing amount of high speed automobile 
traffic, good illumination becomes more and more essential not 
only on city streets, but on suburban highways, where street 
fighting wa* not formerly economically practical. Thus it is seen 
that money is well invested in additional street lighting to reduce 
the loss of life and property through accidents.

T hat “Everybody Loses When Timber Hums” is a truism 
loo often overlooked. While deploring tile occurence of disastrous 
fires, few people realize how directly they are affected by this 
needless waste of one of the country’s greatest and most impor­ 
tant resources. 
Tile area of forest and prairie region that necessarily inns! 
lie patrolled against fires, by the State Forest Service, approaches 
25,009,000 acres. 
Funds available for financing this work are 
contributed chiefly by state appropriations, the federal govern­ 
ment, townships, railroad companies and lumber companies. The 
total of these expenditures amounts to approximately $100,000 
annually. Less than one-half of this is expended by the state gov­ 
ernment. 
People living in the* forests or imposing hazards on 
the forests are thereby contributing over half of the funds nec­ 
essary to protect it.

In 1821 Baltimore, Ald., used illuminating gas 
for street lighting and in 1881 electric arc lamps first made their 
appearance in New York City. Gas mantle lamps were first used 
in this country for st reet lighting in I HOO. 
The modern history of street lighting began with the inven­ 
tion of illuminating gas and has continued with tin' development 
of the arc lamp and incandescent light. 
The adequate illumination of streets at night is a convenience 
as well as a protective necessity to every city and town. 
Good 
lighting is an indication of prosperity. 
An investment in a well 
designed ornamental street lighting system returns large divi­ 
dends to the taxpayers in advanced real estate values. 
It creates 
an impression of satisfaction and progress, advances civie pride, 
attracts favorable publicity and promotes oth< r improvements. 
It assists tile fire and police departments, facilitates reducing con­ 
gested traffic and decreases crime. 
Illumination of the streets at 
night was formerly considered the only function of lighting units, 
but today the tendency is to make the lighting units no at trac­ 
tive that they will add to the appearance of a municipality by day 
as well as by night. 
The chief function of street lighting originally was flu1 pre­ 
vention of crime. One of the greatest authorities on criminology 
in this country, in discussing street illumination and its relation 
to police proteciop, said th a t he would rather have plenty of elec­ 
tric lights and clean streets than all the law and order societies 
in existence. 
With the rapidly increasing amount of high speed auto mobil “ 
traffic, good illumination becomes more and more essential not 
only on city streets, but on suburban highways, where sir* et 
lighting was not formerly economically practical. 
Thus it is seen 
that money la well invested in additional street lighting lo reduce 
the loss of life and property through, accidents.

Babe Ruth’s obituary notices In the London (toper* 
declared him to hp tho high* si (mid professional athlete in tho world. 
Tho 
extraordinary interest that was shown In lo ndon in tho false report of hi* 
death was said to have been the result of tho interest in a baseball player 
who could make more money than the President of the Knifed States. 
The Babe is the highest paid baseball player in the game and he has 
source* of outside revenue that trinal the pay given him by the New Yorl 
Yankees, but he is not the highest paid professional athlete. 
.lack Dempsey is the greatest money maker In the history of sport. 
Ruth gets a salary of $.'2,000 a year from the New York Yankees, fend 
the revenue that comes from the use of his name on medicines, smokes, a r ­ 
ticles of wear and over literary masterpieces, must increase his Income to 
more than $100,000 a year. 
Dempsey wouldn't consider an offer of $100,000 for a light, against a 
set-up that he could flatten with one punch ut the expense of about five sec­ 
onds’ labor. 
In figuring the rate per minute a fighter makes it must be 
remembered that he has to spend a lot of time and money getting ready for 
even an ordinary fight. 
No one will ever know how much Dempsey could have made. 
His e a rn ­ 
ing capacity is unlimited hut his activity is restricted by the large tax on 
exorbitant incomes. 
Dempsey lias been fighting only once a year and less 
because greater activity in the ring would put him In a class where In 
would he fighting almost exclusively for the United States treasury and there 
are others besides Dempsey who do not feel any such Obligation toward the 
government. 
Dempsey now lias to restrict his income for business reasons. 
Under 
conditions where It would have been good business to accept every offer for 
his services that was made, he might have made $10,000,000 before he refired. 
ITe has made over $2,000,000 now and he has a fixed Income of perhaps 
$250,000 a year that will keep him in al) the comforts of life without pulling 
on a glove or without touching a cent of his capital.
